An unusually largo proportion of the 
shares of the Bank are held in smal! blocks 
by comparatively poor persons 43 an ingveat- 
nent and the call for £10 pounds per share 
to. hich each holdar {s Jiable in liquidation 
will bring ruin to many. ‘Tho stability of 
the Bank waa net doubted up tothe time 
the failure was announced, dospito the fact 
that the inatitntion was known to be embar. 
rassed by the action of. the Arge tine 
Goversment in failing’ to" keop up ite 
balances. It was supposed that this diffi. 
oil'v was merely tomporary and that tho 
Bank’s reaourcea were aicplo to tide it 
over any auch tight place. The Lon- 
dan nawapapers recently published 2 Bue-. 
nos Ayrea letter oulozising athe courage 
and energy of the Bank's managore during 
the recent financial crisia in tho Argentine, 
and hinting at the existence of a conspiracy 
among losal rivals of the Bank to ruin it, 
through political intrigues, It is thought 
possible that this may explain the peculiar 
coutaa af the Buenos Ayres Govornmont 
preceding the failure. Lord George 
Hamilton, Firat Lord of the Admiralty, 
is one of tho dircotors of the ‘Bunk, 
and’ it is understood that many of the 
holders of the stock were induced to 
make the investment on tho strength 
of his name. Instances. like this em- 
phasize the objection which haa so often 
een raised to members ofthe Government 
being mized wp in corporations of various 
Kinds.

London, July 24.—\ telegram from Con-
